However Kith Petty Officers 
Alfred and Baker, if due for 
overseas service or home sea 
service, but with not all that 
long left to serve in their engage¬ 
ments. arc the “natural" choice 
for a short-term draft to fill a 
vacancy caused by sickness, com¬ 
passionate draft, etc., because 
not onlv arc they due for this 
service but vending them avoids 
a great deal of turbulence to 
others who arc enjoying their 
earned term of port service.

Future

Malta 


A m o n g the problems 
tuising from ihc Govern¬ 
ment's decision lo phase out 
ihc aircraft carriers is the 
question of what i' to happen 
to the Navy’s fixed wing air¬ 
crew olliccrs. bearing in mind 
that the carriers are to remain 
operational as far as possible 
into the 1970’s. 

So that the aircrew olliccrs 
may have lime lo think ahcnl 
wlut they want to do. details 
have now been announced of 
the various options open to 
them. 

There will he three main alter- 
natives available remaining in 
the Royal Navy, transfer lo Ihc 
R.A.F.. or translcr lo civil avia¬ 
tion. 

The Navy is keen to retain as 
many olliccrs as possible, and 
will arrange where possible to 
rc-lrain them for helicopter 
duties, or lor the many other 
forms of duly required, such as 
(. n n n e f >. Antisubmarine, 
( oinmuniealions, etc. 


Many in the Royal Navy 
today will not understand 
Malta’s protest banners pro¬ 
claiming “Lord Haw-Haw 
was right." Those who do will 
realise why betrayal is the 
word which springs to the 
thoughts of the island’s people 
as the row grows over 
Britain’s decision to withdraw 
the Mediterranean fleet and 
impose other economies. 

Russia has increased her 
Mediterranean naval forces 
substantially in recent years, 
and there is strong evidence 
that they arc growing all the 
tinte. Hut in a strategy based 
on alliances this is offset by 
the American presence. 

The situation is one which 
is hard for us to swallow , but 
Britain’s resources demand 
curtailment to only a share of 
her former influence. What is 
so desperately hard to under¬ 
stand is the profit and loss of 
the latest decision. 

Out friends arc affronted, a 
key strategic point on our sea 
lanes threatens to be yet 
another area hostile to our 
forces, and all this for an 
annual saving at the end of 
three years of about 
£6.000.000, Even this docs not 
take account of other possible 
financial consequences of a 
complete break.

ADMIRAL DREYER’S KEY POST IN MINISTRY 

Integration gets i 
gingering 


l anding crafl. tugs, barges, 
and floating cranes which have 
bad to leave France following 
President dc Gaulle’s demand 
that ihc Americans arc lo move 
all equipment and bases from 
France, have been transferred 
lo South of England bases. 

The craft, about 100 in all, 
known as the United States 
Arms Floating Equipment Re¬ 
serve. are to he based with the 
Navy’s •‘moth balled" ships at 
My die. near Southampton, and 
Dorset Lake. Poole. 

The craft will be maintained 
hy civilian contractors, and ihc 
number ol Americans involved 
is very small. 


Although the changes in 
ihc ministerial and head¬ 
quarters organisation of the 
Ministry of Defence do nol. 
at first glance, appear of 
great importance, a study of 
I h c implications suggests 
that they will be far-reach¬ 
ing in the years lo come. 

No one will underestimate 
Mr. Healey's determination in 
creating the kind of Ministry he 
wishes to sec. and if integration 
has been creaking along with 
some difficulty, the changes 
could he seen as a tightening of 
the Administration’s hold. 

Tire removal of three senior 
ministers, each responsible for 
a particular Service, and the 
appointment of two Ministers 
- Minister of Defence (Admini¬ 
stration) and Minister of 
Defence (Equipment) each re¬ 
sponsible to she Secretary of 
State for all three Services, is a 
blunt tc-cmphasis on integra¬ 
tion. and strengthens M r. 
Healey’s position. 


the Secretary of Slate may per¬ 
haps he able lo trim his sails and 
steer clear of the worst rocks 
on the course. 

The Secretary of Stale says 
the changes arc “a natural de¬ 
velopment of the process which 
has been gathering pace over Ihc 
years. It docs not mean, nor 
docs it foreshadow, an abolition 
of ihc separate Services.”

Other matters he dealt with
